Loim Cyr, nho holds tbe championship 


of the world as tbe strongest heavy-weight 
lifter, gave an exhibition of bis almost 
marvelous musule power in Lewiston, 
Monday evening before a great and enthu- 
siastic 
audience. 
He 
proceeded 
to 


shoulder with one hand a barrel of flour 
wlch aa much e&ee as a common man 
would throw an umbrella over hia should- 
er. Af|er toying with the barrel he g:we 
S3 his nest performance the equilibrist act. 
with Mrs. Cyr, in which be balances her 
clinging to a ladder supported upon his 
chin. He walfard about the platform with 
Mrs. 
Cyr upon the ladder, who seemed ea- 


llrcly unconcerned and to feel perfectly 
safe and secure balanced upon the chin of 
her husband. Then with one finger Mr. 
Or 
lifted two great dumb bells with a 


man weighing l&O pounds upon them, the 
total weight of tbe entire mass being Mil 
pounds,' 
He raised the bells and umu a 


rti-tance of about two feet clear from Ibe 
floor. 'lie accomplished this wonderful 
fpot with trie Index finger of his right 
band, and entirely und soleltly unaided by 
any other means. A cannoo ball weigh- 
ing 35 pounds was next brought on to the 
stand, and JUr. Cyr played with It as easi- 
ly and lightly as a boy does with a small 
base ball. He tossrd it high in the air. 
catching it upon the muscles of his arms 
as it name down. 
He rolled It around 


his shoulders and neck end seemed to 
enjoy placing with it as keenly as a child 
would.. After some f^ats of light balan- 
cing, Mr. Cyr showed his abilities as a 
high jumper, making a standing hi^b 
jump in tbe afr of about four feet ant] fol- 
lowing It by several others fully as high. 
Mr, Cyr then, performed his greatest feat 
of the evening. By his famous upward 
back lift he hoisted Into tbe air upon a 
platform weighing 261 pounds twenty men 
whose combined weight with that of tbe 
plar.rorm upon which they stood aggregat- 
ed a"90 pounds. This exhibition of mighty 
strength was greeted with tremendous ap- 
plause and as tt concluded tbe entertain- 
ment of the evening a large proportion of 
tbe audience made a rush for the platform 
to see and to grasp the hand of the cham- 
pion.
